Nothing sadder could 
be imagiiiable.,.rTJb-at.,this noble young man, just at 
the zenith of his career, should have to be taken away 
from his loved ones, is sorroAvful beyond measure. Af- 
ter struggling hard and winning in the battle of life, 
his cup of victory is dashed from his lips by death's 
unconquerable hand. 
His family is well-nigh crushed 


with the Aveight of the blow, which though not unex- 
pected, comes Avith terrible weight. A whole county is 
bowed in sorrow for Walter Winters was of that sin- 
cere type of manhood which wins the love of all his 
fellows, even though he was unostentatious and some- 
what retiring in his habits. 


Friday night little change was noted in his condi- 


tion and with the dawn of Saturday members of the 
family, who had been watching at his bedside through 
the long hours of the night, gave out the 
statement 


that he seemed to have rested quite a little easier dur- 
ing the latter half of the night. 
But close upon this 


encouraging news came the blighting

that the spark of life had been snuffed out and the soul 
had winged its flight into eternity. Not until then did 
the relatives and hundreds of friends of Walter Win- 
ters come to full realization of what a loss they ha4 
sustained. In spite of the fact that the

ginning of the attack of gastritis last week, yet it was 
thought that there might be a change for the better 
and this frail Jiopc has helped to sustain those who have 
Ueen closely Avatching his condition. 


Although the possessed lofty ambitions and a great 


amount of mental energy, Walter was not of a rugged 
physique. Ill health had been the spectre Avhich had 
haunted his life and' blocked his progress, causing him 
to cast aside a promising career as a banker in order 
that he might not be quite so closely confined indoors. 
He seemed to partially regain his strength and was 
thought to be in fairly good health. But the hard cam- 
paign for re-election sapped away his vitality and was. 
followed by the collapse which ended in his death.

The commission has carried on its 


work of educating 
the public 
by 


means of the press, by circulars and 
by lectures with lantern slides. 


In co-operation with the slate board 


of health a sample outfit of the as- 
cepted prophylatic for use at the 
time of the infant's birth has been 
sent to 
every medical n;an in the 


state and to registered nurse's. 
A 


few drops of this preparation applied 
soon after birth is sufficient to pre- 
vent most cases of blindness. 


This is the plan of the commis-

First—To continue a number

years educating the public

Second—To 
forward and

Third—To provide home teachers
